With a fine show of early season performance, the Hart- 
nell thinclads outmanned Menlo and Monterey Peninsula 
College in the year’s first cinder meet held Saturday, March 


12, on the M.P.C. oval. 


Coach Ed Adams’ charges were never challenged and 


coasted to an easy victory with 81 
points to Menlo’s 38 and the Lo- 
bos’ meager 27 digits. 

Bob Larson was the individual 
star, grabbing off three firsts in the 
pole vault, the high jump, and 
the 120-high hurdles. Bob's best 
performance was a soaring 12 foot 
mark in the vault. His best pre- 
vious mark was a respectable 11 
feet attained last year. 

The Hart cindermen showed 
themselves to be strong in the en- 
durance: events, hauling down 25 
points from their collective endeav- 
ors in the 880, mile, and two-mile 
runs. 

Of the 14 competitive contests, 
Hartnell allowed only five first 
places to slip through their hands. 
These were in the 100 and 440- 
yard dashes, the 220 low hurdles, 
the broad jump, and the shotput.

Before the meet Adams learned 
that He had lost the services of 
four promising track men on eli- 
gibility’ difficulties. Don Colentro, 
broadjumper, and dash man, Ted 
Wittwer, former C.C.A.L. champ 
miler from Santa Cruz; Don Costa, 
middle distance runner; and Leon 
Chapman, pole vaulter; will all be 
out of action this year unless any 
of them should get the go-ahead 
from League Commissioner Paul 
Cylmer.
